This plant STOWS profusely in a Wild 


gtatc' all over the isthmus of Panama 
and elsewhere iu Colonibia, in Ecuador 
ami Peru and to n considerable extent 
on the islands of Jamaica ami Porto 
Kieo. The Iriives, plaited like a ;'an, are 
Ixirne on three oornored sialks six to 
fourteen feet high. 
They are about 


four feet in diameter and deeply cut 
into four or five divisions, each of 
which is stfain cut. The leaves are 
gathered while young and stiff, and 
the parallel veins are removed, after 
which they arc split into shreds, but 
not xeparated at tbe stalk end, and im- 
mersed in boiling water for a short 
time ami bleached in the sun. 


These libers, which are a half inch 


thick and a yard or so in length, are 
rolled by the weavers from either «tlj^e, 
thus leaving uo raw or exposed edges. 
Thus Is produced a round yard long 
straw. This is pressed out fiat, when j 
it is ready to be woven by deft and j 
skillful fingers. 


The Indians git on the ground in 


front of their huts to work, tbe hat 
block, a wooden sphere of the shape 
desired, between their knees. 
The 


straw is pliable, and every moment 
they dip it in water. They begin to 
weave from tbe center of the crown, 
and their little circular beginning, 
which is the size of a tea cent piece, is 
called the button. 


The weaver can work by natural 


light during only the first hour of day- 
break and the last hour of twilight. 
Through tlie rest of the day the sun is 
so warm and the air so dry that the 
filxsrs of the palm become brittle nnd 
break in the weaving, but at dawn and 
at twilight the air is sufficiently moist 
to permit of the making of bats of SH 
ordinary Oneness, though the extreme- 
!y tine ones^-those which cost, for in- 
stance. $ir>0—are woven by artificial 
light. 


The real panama hat woven from 


end to end by hand can be made only 
by those born and bred to tbe art. 
Children nre set at work on little nn- 
tlvo hats of coarse plain liber as soon 
K» they are five or six years old. They 
pnrgu« the work dully, advancing each 
*efl*oii to a fiber of finer quality, and 
in twelve or thirteen yenrd they ar* 
able to make panama* of a fairly Rood 
•oft. The majority nerar become ex-
